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BACK IN 2005, I received a 


phone call from Abby Porth, the Associate 

» Director of the Jewish Community Relations 
Council (JCRC). She told me that JCRC was 
®. planning to unveil a program to help Jews 
with varying perspectives on Israel and 
Palestin talk to each other in a civil fashion. Would I be 
willing, she asked, to be part of an advisory committee who 
would listen to what was planned and comment on it? It 
would only be one meeting, she promised. 

One year and many meetings later, the Advisory Commit- 
tee agreed that Project Reconnections (PR) was ready to be 
launched. People representing a diversity of opinions, reli- 
gious backgrounds, ages, sexual preferences and nationali- 
ties were selected to participate. We came as individuals, not 
as representatives of whatever organization we might work 
for or community we might belong to, although many of the 
people who participated were leaders in their community. 
Three members of CSZ participated — myself, Terry Fletcher 
and Ray Bernstein. 

We started out by not talking about Israel and Palestine, 
but by getting to know each other and how we saw ourselves 

ews. We set ground rules and talked about what it meant 

e “the other” or the outsider. We talked about the various 
“Isms” in our lives and looked at what united us and what 
divided us. Only then were we ready to broach the main topic. 

As we became more comfortable with each other, we were 
more willing to listen to a point of view with which we dis- 
agreed. We knew we were not there to change anyone’s opin- 
ion, and we learned that, even while holding different 
opinions, we could remain in community with each other. 
Some people even became friends. 

Terry Fletcher has said, “Participating in Project Re- 
connections was a life-changing experience for me. I sat 
in the same room with, met with and got to know people 
who I had previously considered my adversaries or even 
enemies.... To my surprise I found that I liked nearly 
everyone there and was able to make lasting friendships

and other relationships across what had seemed like in- 
surmountable political differences.... Though my basic 
views on the Israeli-Palestinian conflict didn’t change as a 
result of the process, I learned to understand and have 
compassion for those who didn’t see things my way, and 
also noticed more respect and understanding of me on 
the part of others.” 

For me, Project Reconnections gave me hope —hope that 
our community would not self-destruct, hope that peace 
could happen, both here and in the Middle East. When we 
started, people in the group looked at those they disagreed 
with and saw enemies. At the end, they saw human beings, 
b’tzelem Elohim, created in G-d’s image. 

Now, as part of the Year of Civil Discourse (YCD) Initia- 
tive, a joint project of the JCRC and the Jewish Community 
Federation, in partnership with the Northern California 
Board of Rabbis, Congregation Sha’ar Zahav will be partici- 
pating in the next iteration of Project Reconnections. Under 
the guidance of Rachel Eryn Kalish, the facilitator who 
worked with the first Project Reconnections, a group of 18- 
25 congregants will get a chance to listen to each other, 
learn to accept disagreement without demonizing the other, 
and help build a stronger community here at Congregation 
Sha’ar Zahav. 

While I wish that everyone could participate, that’s not 
going to be possible. But I hope that the small group will be 
able to take what they learn and spread it out to the larger 
community. I am writing this column in late November, so I 
don’t know exactly how participants will be selected, but I 
promise that the process will be transparent. In a first meet- 
ing with Rachel Eryn, Rabbi Angel, Terry Fletcher and I 
came up with a preliminary list of criteria: 

A participant must be a CSZ member in good standing 
who is invested in participating in the life of this community 
and continuing to be a member of our community 

We want a diversity of views represented 

We will strive to include a diversity of under-represented

AS I WRITE, 


Iam caring for my mother whose 
health is rapidly declining. I have been 
taking care of my mother for many 
years now, as Parkinson’s has ravaged 
her body and mind. Throughout this 
process, Judaism has been a source of 
strength and a guiding principal for 
me. It will also be a guide for me as I 
grieve for her and face a future without 
her. I am grateful to have so much in 
my tradition that will help me navigate 
this most difficult passage. 

Talking about grief and loss with 
children is also no easy thing. In my 
time at Beit Sefer, we have had to find 
ways to address grief because of the 
sadness and overwhelming loss both in 
Jewish history and in the real day-to- 
day lives of our students. I think there 
is a tendency to want to protect chil- 
dren from the harsh realities of loss 
and pain. But I think we do a disservice 
to them when we exclude from their 
Jewish education what our tradition 
teaches about death and loss. 

Our Jewish rituals about death and 
loss are profound and deep with mean- 
ing. I often say that we, as Jews, really 
get the mourning process right. I 
strongly believe in teaching children 
about Chevra Kaddisha (a group of vol- 
unteers who, with proper respect, ritu- 
ally cleanse the deceased and dress the 
body in shrouds) and the rituals of 
Tahara (both the overall process of bur- 
ial preparation, and a specific step in 
the purification of the body.) I think it 
is important that they understand the 
rituals around Kaddish and Shiva. 

I often remember that one of the 
greatest teaching moments in Beit 
Sefer Phyllis Mintzer was when she 
brought students to her house to give a 
lesson on Bikkur Cholim (visiting the 
sick) when she was very ill with cancer. 


We call this living Judaism, even 
when we are teaching about death, be- 
cause we use the experiences of our 
lives to help students understand the 
importance of Jewish values. For some 
time, I have been struggling with how 
to reintroduce mourning into our 
morning circle and recently I decided 
that though the prayer is long and diffi- 
cult for young students, we will say 
Kaddish together. I strongly feel that it 
is one of the most important prayers in 
a minyan. Originally, I omitted the 
prayer out of a wish to protect our stu- 
dents. I realize now that this was mis- 
guided. It is precisely in the loving 
circle of community and families that 
we should introduce the concept of loss 
and of remembering our loved ones. 

My mother, Shirley Weiner, shaped 
my Jewish education and my love of Ju- 
daism. She created a home where Jew- 
ish life was constant, filled with 
Shabbat, Chanukah, Passover. She sup- 
ported my father who worked as a Jew- 
ish professional for over thirty years. 
She made me mandel bread, spoke 
Yiddish to me, sewed me Queen Esther 
costumes, sent me to Israel and to Jew- 
ish Summer camps. She signed me up 
fora lifetime membership in Had- 
dasah. She studied to become an adult 
Bat Mitzvah. She recognized in me an 
unrelenting love of Judaism and she 
fed and nurtured it, in every way a 
good Jewish mother can. My mother 
has always been proud of the work that 
I have done in the Jewish community, 
she knew that “teaching the kinder” 
was a way of assuring that vital Jewish 
life lives on. I hope that my work can 
continue to be an homage to her. 

I have been so grateful to be a part 
of the Congregation Sha’ar Zahav com- 
munity as I lean into this difficult time. 
I am grateful for all the love and sup- 
port even as I open to the pain and loss 
of this experience. My hope is that it 
can strengthen me as a teacher and 
guide my spiritual practice. I hope that 
it will be a lesson for me and those I

s it possible to be Orthodox and gay in Israel? On Sun- 
day, November 7, more than 80 people came to Congre- 
gation Sha’ar Zahav to hear three speakers from Israel 
answer that question with a resounding “yes.” The 
three speakers, Asaf Lebovitz, Eyal Liebermann, and 
Zehorit Sorek, in a panel moderated by me, told their stories 
and spoke of the work their organizations do which has built 
a growing movement of many hundreds of men and women 


in Israel. 

The Israeli leaders were in San Francisco as part of a 
speaking tour sponsored by A Wider Bridge. Over the course 
of ten days, the leaders spoke to well over 500 people in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, and New York City. This tour was

the first major event for A Wider Bridge, a relatively new or- 
ganization that seeks to create opportunities for LGBT Jews 
in the United States to have greater connection with Israel. 
The event at Sha’ar Zahav was co-sponsored by the LGBT Al- 
liance of the Jewish Community Federation, as well as sev- 
eral other Bay Area synagogues. 

Asaf Lebovitz, 30, is one of the co-founders of Havruta, 
the Israeli organization for gay Orthodox men. Asaf spoke 
about his first attempt, when he was 20 and serving as a sol- 
dier in the IDF, to confide in a prominent rabbi about his 
sexuality. He was sent to a psychologist who ultimately rec- 
ommended that he visit a female “surrogate” or “escort” wh 
would teach him how to be with a woman. He did not fol: 
low this advice, but it was a powerful reminder of how many 
young Orthodox men are still being coerced into damaging 


“reparative therapy.” Later, Asaf found a much more sup- 
portive voice from a rabbi in his own yeshiva. This experi- 
ence helped convince him that there was a place for him in 
whe Orthodox world and that he needed to commit himself to 
goal of helping other young people like himself. A 

ecade after his first attempt at coming out, Asaf has gone 
on to realize that goal, helping to lead the groups within Is- 
raeli Gay Youth that are specifically designed for young Or- 
thodox men and women. 

Zehorit Zorek, 35, is a member of Bat Kol, the Israeli or- 
ganization for religious lesbians, and the founder of The 
Pride Minyan, an Orthodox group that organizes LGBT- 
friendly holiday services, celebrations and Shabbaton during 
the year. She spoke of many years of denying her attrac- 
tion to other women, and of having two children in a mar- 
rage with a man that ultimately ended in divorce. When 
she found the women of Bat Kol, it was like “coming home.” 
Finally, she met other women who shared her story. Today 
Zehorit lives with her two children and her partner, Limor, 
in Tel Aviv. Zehorit spoke about her decision to “stay and 
struggle” within the Orthodox movement. “I don’t want to 
give up on any of the important parts of who I am,” she said. 
And she is proud that she and her partner are now role mod- 
els for younger LGBT Orthodox Jews, who can see a future 
that includes both their Orthodox and gay identities. 

Eyal Liebermann, 36, described the development of the 
LGBT Orthodox movement in Israel over the past decade. 
He cited as pivotal the screening in Israel of the American 
made film “Trembling Before God,” which helped many

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LGBT people in the Orthodox community see that they were 
not alone. Eyal brought a somewhat different perspective to 
the panel, as he has chosen not to continue to observe many 
of the Orthodox practices of Judaism. Yet he remains com- 
mitted to the Orthodox community and wants to help make 
ita better place for LGBT people. Speaking about his con- 
tinued dedication to and involvement with the Orthodox 
community, Eyal said “You can take the boy out of the 
yeshiva, but you can’t take the yeshiva out of the boy.” 

The speakers’ visit to Congregation Sha’ar Zahav was 
their first experience in a Reform synagogue. They attended 
that weekend’s Friday night service and Asaf gave an inspir- 
ing drash. Speaking on Sunday, the guests expressed their 
gratitude for the way in which LGBT leaders in the Reform 
movement and synagogues like Congregation Sha’ar Zahav 
have led the way, enabling LGBT people to claim a place in 
the Jewish world. They recognize that in some way our 
struggle for equality has paved the way for theirs. Said Eyal, 
“We feel like we are standing on the shoulders of giants.” 

At the conclusion of the event, Rabbi Angel presented our 
guests with a copy of Siddur Sha’ar Zahav. It was clear from 
many conversations both before and after the event that the 
connection between these Orthodox Israeli visitors and Con- 
gregation Sha’ar Zahav will be one that both endures and 
enriches both communities. A Wider Bridge is proud to be 
part of the bridge-building between the speakers and CSZ, 
between Israelis and Americans, and between these Ortho- 
dox Jews and their allies here in the U.S. in the Reform and 
Conservative movements.
